‘contact’ action, and without 
‘contact,’ control is not ef­ 
fective,’’ he added. 
Retreatm ent 
is 
often 
required, but overtreatment 
can also cause problems. 
Insecticides can become 
toxic 
to 
plants. 
Reading 
labels before application can 
solve this problem. 
There are several types of 
soil, sucking and chewing, 
insects which attack garden 
plants. Soil insects normally 
attack the seed at planting or 
while plants are small and 
tender. 
They 
include 
w irew o rm s, 
cutw orm s, 
white grumbs, mole crickets 


and various maggots. 
Sucking 
insects 
have 
mouthparts which pierce 
and suck the plant’s juices. 
These 
include 
aphids, 
leafhoppers. 
stinkbugs, 
thrips and spider mites. 
The most damaging of the 
group is the chewing insect, 
which feeds on all parts of 
the plant including fruits and 
foliage. .Among these are 
grasshoppers, leaf miners, 
numerous 
beetles 
and 
weevils, 
cabbage 
loopers, 
armyworms and webworms. 
“ Control soil insects by 
treating soil about 
four 
weeks 
before 
planting. 
Chlordane and diazinon are 
effective insecticides for 
controlling 
soil 
insect 
pests,’’ Risinger revealed. 
“ Sucking and chewing 
insects can be controlled by 
dusts or splays. Apply dusts 
when the wind is calm and 
force them through foliage to 
reach both sides of leaves. 
Dust at the rate of one and 
one-half ounce per 50 feet of 


row,” he said. 
Prepare sprays by mixing 
emulsifiable concentrates or 
wettable powers with water. 
Use 
a 
compressed 
air 
sprayer, trombone or slide 
sprayer or garden hose 
attachment. Apply about one 
quart of spray per 50 feet of 
row. 
Among 
effective 
in­ 
secticides for chewing and 
sucking insects are carbaryl 
(Sevin ), diazinon, dicofol 
i K e lth an e), 
melathion, 
sulfur, methoxychlor and 
ethion 
However, 
labels 
should be followed closely 
for 
specific 
recom ­ 
mendations. 
“ For additional protection 
from insects, 
maintain 
a 
clean, closely mowed area 
adjacent to the garden or 
green house. Dispose of 
trash, old boards and old 
plant debris, especially at 
the end of the gardening 
season,” Risinger warmed. 
“ Use fertilizer and water 
to keep the soil at its best, 


and 
use 
cardboard 
protectors 
around 
tran ­ 
splants. “ Finally, handpick 
larger insects, crush egg 
masses and wash smaller 
insects off plants with a 
water hose.” he concluded.
